Tne enthusiasm with which Zhe Sergeant's Wife was received here 
on Monday evening, induced the managers to repeat it last night. 
Miss Kelly’s acting as Lizetie is almost too powerful, and we have 
often been surprised how those sensitive young ladies who seream af 
sight of a mouse or a spider, can contrive to sit perfectly unmoved as 
they do, whilst a scene of midnight murder is perpetrating before their 
eyes, with such an appearance of terrible reality. Keeley and his cleve 
little wife are worthy snpporters of Miss Kelly in this harrowing spec 
tacle. Mozart’s Opera of Don Juan was the first piece, Mrs. Keeley 
feels herself more at home in Zerlina, and the music of the part is sc 
exquisitely beautiful that it cannot fail to please, when even mouderatel 
well sung, this is, perhaps, an equivocal sort of compliment, bat we 
have before said that the highest praise is due to Mre. Keeley for th 
manner in which she executes Mozart's music, with her limited com 
pass of voice; she, last night, gave the following air very sweetly :

Lounged 
in the Physiorama—consists of 14 views, fiom all parts of the world—the 
arrangement, in a gallery 200 feet long, are truly unique and indescribably 
beautiful—here I’m an enchanted traveller, visiting all the globe in a day. 

Wednesday [ drop in at the Exhibition of Sculpture, Old Bond Street, to view 
the figures, life size, of Tam O’Shanter, Sonter Johnny, the Landlord and th 
Landlady—delighted beyond measure—work of that self-taught artist, James’ 
Thom—saw ‘fam waking love to the landlady—a rich scene—the landlord’s tip- 
sey—his legs dead drunk—pose of figures admirable—whoever has read Burns 
must se~ them, : 

Fron thence, I wander to No. 15, Oxford Street, just to take a peep at Mr. 
Wilmshurst’s large Picture, in enamel, of The Tournament of the Cloth of 
Gold—a most triumphant effort, inimitable execution, astonishing labour, and 
a most admirable hit—found the Gothic Hall crowded with visitors, of the 
highest class, desirous of patronising the genius of this young artist. :
